qualified to command the guard. 
Re- 


tain and Instruct am officer of the quar- 
termaster's department to proceed to 
erect the necessary buildings for the 
guard, according to plan and estimates 
you approve. 


"Colonel Charles F. Humphreys, on 


arrival, -will make an.inspection of the 
quartermaster's department in the Phil- 
ippine islands until July 1, when ha 
•will be assigned to duty as chief quar- 
termaster at Manila, and Miller ordered 
to the United States. 
All stores and 


supplies not required for the legation 
guard are t« b« disposed of in your 
best judgment. ' Serviceable supplies 
needed in the Philippine islands will be 
Bent to the Manila division of the Phil- 
ippines.

She was told thatvthe 
bank had closed its doors for business, 
and jumping at the conclusion that it 
had failed, she went home and caused 
great excitement in Saxonville by tell- 
ing her neighbors that such was the 
fact. 
From there the report rapidly 


spread to the other surrounding towns 
and the inward bound electric cars yes- 
terday were crowded with depositors 
who came to draw their money. 


Fortunately the bank, which is con- 


sidered one of the strongest in New Eng- 
land, had on hand $50,000 in cash, and 
in addition was easily able to borrow 
$85,000 more from the national bank in 
the city, so that there was much more 
than enough to pay the demands of all 
depositors who wished to withdraw. 


At a meeting: of the trustees in the 


evening: it was decided to post a sworn 
statement of the bank's standing, to- 
gether with an assurance that it was in 
perfectly food condition, in the window 
of the bank. 
It is bslieved that when 


the facts become known the excitement 
will be allayed and that there will be 
no large withdrawals,

Cut Off Egreas From a Newspaper 


BuUdiiig by Means of Stairways — 
Many Who Escaped Hurt by Jumping 
—Prompt Action of Messenger Boy . 


Boston, March 16.—Three lives were 


lost, five men seriously Injured in hos- 
pitals, several others more or less be- 
verely injured and a heavy monetary 
loss is the result of a fire last nisht in 
the seven-story building occupied by the 
Boston Advertiser and Record. 


The dead are: 
James Richardson, 


Judsou Craft and Waiter Luscoiab, all 
proofreaders. 


Among tbe injured tire Harvey Holt-, 


an 
apprentice, 
hip 
broken and 


badly burned; four compositors, named 
Farwell, Duffy, Hubbard and Murphy, 
badly brulned by jumping. Four lire- 
men were slightly cut and bruised. 


How the flre started is not known, 


but it was first seen in the press room, 
and like a flash it spread to the elevator 
well and darted to the top so rapidly 
that before the occupants of the two 
upper Boors were aware that the build- 
ing was on fire, their rooms were filled 
with flames and smoke so stifling that 
It wns with difficulty, any of.them es- 
caped. 
In the editorial room on the 


sixth floor there happened to be at the 
time but five men. 
All had to run for 


their lives. 
Night Editor Hathaway 


managed to feel his way dow n the stair- 
way to the street, which he reached al- 
most overcome by the smoke and heat. 
The others, who were behind hius, ran 
to the fire escape on the southerly side 
of the building, from which they jumped 
to the roof of the building adjoining, 
occupied by Woedbury's cafe and bil- 
liard hall, through 
which they de- 


scended to the street. 


On the upper floor were some 18 


compositors and proofreaders, whose 
situation was most critical. 
Panic- 


stricken they rushed for the windows 
leading to the fire escapes, and all but 
three of them succeeded in gaining the 
roof of Woodbury's building, where 
they remained for a time shouting to 
the crowd which had gathered in the 
street below, and by whom they were 
warned not to jump, as help was at 
hand. 


Long ladders were raised as quickly 


as the network of electric wires over tho 
street would permit, but even before 
a ladder could be placed in position to 
relieve them the 
men had dropped 


through the skylight in the Woodbury 
roof, and reached a place of safety. 


Except in the press room in tbo base- 


ment, there was practically no fire iu 
tbe building below the fifth floor. For- 
tunately the pressmen do not begin 
work until about 11 o'clock, and no one 
was in the pre&s room at rhe time the 
flre started, as far as known. 


The three upper stories burned fu- 


riously and it yas some time before a 
stream of sufficient force to do much ex- 
ecution could be brought to bear upon 
the fire. 


The excitement during the fire's pro- 


gress was intense, and all manner of 
sensational reports were iu circulation, 
it being reported at one time that five 
persona were dead, several missing ,ind 
nearly a score injured. The three vic- 
tims Wf>re suffocated before they had 
time to reach the fire escapes. 
Those 


who did find the fire escapes were 
obliged 1o jump seevral feet to the roof 
of the adjoining building, and in this 
way quite a number of them sustained 
injuries, more or lefcs painful, though 
none is likely to result fatally. 
Jud- 


son Craft wus a man weighing over 250 
pounds and this fact no doubt told 
against him in his efforts to escape. 


On the northerly side of the Adver- 


tiser building is the large building oc- 
cupied by the Boston Globe, but as a 
heavy brick wall separated the two 
structures the fire did not outer that 
building, although it was filled with 
smoke from top to bottom. 


The Advertiser force last night made 


up its paper in The Globe officft 
«iul 


printed a four page paper from The 
Globe's presses. 
Stephen O'XIeara ol 


The Journal offered the facilities of Tbe 
Journal ofliee for printing Saturday af- 
ternoon's Record, and The offejr waa ac- 
cepted.

their power to aid The Advertiser and 
Record in their misfortune. 


The fire was discovered at about tho 


same time by Marshall Keo<?, an Asso- 
ciated Press messenger, who VMS de- 
livering copy, and the colored rnan who 
runs the eolvator. 
There is no fire 


alarm box in the building, and the t^o. 
after shouting to warn Hie occupants, 
had a race to the nearest fire alarm box, 
in which Reese came out ihc winner. 
He turnd in an alarm, and this -ua.s fol- 
lowed soon after by a second and third. 


Mr. Barrett, the publisher and heav-

One of the most 
exciting finishes to the lower class 
rivalries ever witnessed in Willlams- 
toivn is looked for, as a result of the 
cane racket 


The stealing- of the freshmen canes 


by the sophomores from the house ot 
Kev. G. V. Stryker yesterday after- 
noon, as reported in yesterday's Tran- 
script, was yuickly heralded through 
the town and among the students, and 
within an hour the entire class was on 
the Jump, to try to recover the canes. 
Parties of freshmen went to nearby 
pointu, many of them coming to this 
city, and searching parties went in 
every direction. 


Where the canes are n'ow is a ques- 


tion. This morning a party of fresh- 
men received information from Pow- 
nal that they had been seen when they 
were taken from a wagon into tht 
house of Pliny Blanchai»l of that town. 
Search warrants were at once secured, 
and a trip was made to the house. All 
that was reported from this was that 
the freshmen had a clue. 


This afternoon about 3 o'clock three 


teams of freshmen started from Pow- 
nal driving frantically towards Wil- 
liamstown, the freshmen shouting that 
they had the canes. 


This morning in Wi.liamstown a 


freshman raldeu a sophomores room, 
looking for the canes, and was cap- 
tured by sophomores. Other freshmen 
tried to rescue him by cutting down 
the walls of the ro'om and -w ith ladders, 
but were repulsed by the sophomores. 
The prisoner finally jumped from a 
second story window and was unhurt. 


If the freshmen can carry canes to 


chapel tomorrow afternoon they, will 
have won in spite of the sophomores. 
If they do not, the sophomores will 
have accomplished their desires. Con- 
sequently, even if the freshmen should 
recover the stolen, canes or try to se- 
cure new ones in time for use, further 
conflicts seem certain. 


The securing of the canes yesterday 


afternoon came as a shock to the en- 
tire freshmen class. As reported yes- 
terday, the sophomores broke into Mr. 
Stryker's house, after 
an all night 


vigil. A few freshmen appeared on the 
scene, but were secured and guarded 
by the sophomores, who then broke 
open the door to a shed in the rear of 
the house, leading to the rear door of 
the house. They were met by Mr. 
Stryker. He saw that resistance would 
be practically useless, ana made an 
agreement with the class that a com- 
mittee of three should do the work of 
searching the house. He also made the 
sophomores promise that they would 
return the caneg to him by 6 o'clock 
tomorrow night. The search was then 
allowed to proceed, and the canes were 
found in a bed in the house.

Parsons read a pap.'r ou "The Marin 
Steam Turbine" and guve some detail 
of the turbine driven vessel now bnild 
Jug at Dumbarton for the FalrBe-Cfcrnp 
belltown eerrlce, which it was bcpcU 
would be ready by July 1. Her dimea 
fiions ai*: Length. iioO feet by 30 feet 
beam by Ifr feet 6 Inches molded to 
nialu deck and 17 feet 9 Inches moldei' 
to promenade (leek. Her general ar 
raugeinents are somewhat similar to 
those of the usual modern type of river 
or coasting pleasure steamer, but slight 
modifications have beeu introduced to 
suit turbine machinery. 


Tlie machinery, says Engineering, 


consists of three separate turbines driv- 
ing three screw shafts The high pres- 
sure turbine Is placed on the center 
shaft, and the two low pressure tur- 
bines each drive one of the outer 
shafts. 
IUBIU& the exhaust enas of 


each of the latter are placed the two 
astern turbines, which are In one of thi- 
lotr pressure motors and operate by 
reversing the direction of rotation o." 
the low pressure motors aud outside 
shafts. In ordinary going'ahead the 
steam from the boilers Is admitted to 
the hi.Rh pressure turbine and after ex- 
panding about fivefold passes to the 
IOTF pressure turbines and Is again ex- 
panded In them about another twenty- 
five fold and then passes to the con- 
densers, the total expansion ratio being 
about one hundred and tTvenry-five fold 
as compared -with from eight to sixteen 
fold usual In triple expansion recipro- 
cating engines. 


At 20 knots the speed of revolutions 


of the center shaft vrlll be TOO and of 
the two outer shafts 1,000 per minute. 
When coming alongside a jetty or ma- 
neuvering in or out of harbor, the outer 
shafts only are used, and the steam is 
admitted by suitable valves directly 
Into the low pressure motors or Into the 
reversing motors for going ahead or 
astern on each side of the vessel. Tlie 
'high pressure turbine under these cir- 
cumstances revolves Idly. Its steam ad- 
mission ralre being closed, and Its con- 
nection with the low pressure turbines 
being also closed by nonreturn valves. 
By this surangeaaent great maneuver- 
Ing power Is obtained. 


The main air pumps are compotmf'l 


and worked by vrorm gearing from the 
main engines In. the usual way. There 
are also small auxiliary air pumps 
worked from the circulating engines 
for draining the .condensers before 
starting the other auxiliary machinery, 
as is usual In vessels Tvith reciprocat- 
ing engines. There is a feed heater fed 
from the exhaust steam of the auxili- 
aries, and also ween necessary by 
steam drawn from au intermediate 
point in the expansion of the main tur- 
bines. The boiler is of the usual double 
ended Scotch pattern. The speed of the 
vessel is expected to surpass that of 
any boat at present en the Clyde.

It has demon- 
etrated teat the B*querel rays, con- 
trary to the et-ibliabed law of con- 
servation of energy, produce light with- 
out losing any of tlieir reproductive 
force. No diminution of light has been 
noticed in rays used for nve years. 


Miethe took half of a gram from a 


mass of 130 grams extracted from 
binvniaous substance. 
This he calls 


the "radium." Its lighting power is 
email, only a ruinate fraction of that 
of an ordinary wax candle. It Is, in 
fact, a sort of mineral glowworm. The 
IranefereuL-u of light giving power la 
termed radioactive eEect.

querftl rays are unfit for physical re- 
search because they not only psne- 
trate flesh, but bones also, thus differ- 
ing from the fleeutgen rays. 


The lecturer made an experiment with 


an ordinary instrument box. Light- 
ing it by the Beqnerel rays meant an 
expenditure of energy equal to 30,000 
times that required for the Roentgen 
rays.

ever, well with diamonds and have

It is further 
stated that other factories will saon be 
erected in Belgium and Germany. 


Attempts more or less successful to j 


make silk without the intervention of | 
the silkworm are nothing new in Eu- 
rope, but reports of complete fruition 
Bhould be taken cum grano sails. 


Before the Frankfort Society of Nat- 


ural Philosophy Dr. Freund recently 
delivered a lecture on the manufacture 
of artificial silk. 


He said that artificial silk Is a substi- 


tute for natural silk as much as oleo- 
margarine is for butter. It can com- 
pete with natural silk, but is not as 
valuable. Although it has been used 
as a covering for cables and a substi- 
tute for horsehair, it has a tendency to 
break if wetted, and for this reason it 
must be usually mixed with, natural 
ellk and cotton. 


More brilliant effects can be pro- 


duced with artificial than with natural 
silk, and It is cheaper. It Is confidently 
expected that this industry, which is a 
purely chemical one,- will become high- 
ly developed.

Is a thing of the past, he should spend 
tome time on the great lakes. The Ameri- 
can fresh water sailor is every bit as pic- 
turesque a personage as was the "salt" 
of early days who carried our merchant 
flag into every port of the world. His 
life is just as full of hardships and just 
as full of dangers. 


There is a large fleet of three and four 


masted schooners on tbe lakes, and sto- 
ries of the wrecking1 of them come with 
every big storm. A nastier body of wa- 
ter than Lake Erie when it comes on to 
blow can be found nowhere, and some of 
the experiences of the life saving crews 
tlong its shores are the most thrilling in 
the history of the service.

John B. Gale of Williamstcwn this 


afternoon issued a third circular letter 
bearing upon compulsory attendance 
at religious exercises at Williams col- 
lege. The circular argues the ques- 
tion from the moral standpoint. It is 
given in full below: 


Williamstown, Mass. 


March 15, 1901. 


To all whom the question may con- 


cern: Should attendance by Williams 
students at college religious exercises 
be left voluntary? 


This is the primary question involved 


in the task that is entered upon by 
my letter of the 18th ultimo to" the 
college president. 
But its subject has 


been unhappily diverted to side is- 
sues about methods' of procedure; and 
those issues have already had ample 
attention. 
And now, waiving merely 


legal questions, the precedins ques- 
tion will be viewed in its higher moral 
aspects. 


1. The college is the outcome of a 


testamentary gift by Col, Ephraim Wil 
Hams, in the year 1785, of a fund whose 
income he devoted to the support of a 
free school in this town. T he school 
was chartered March 8, _7S5, and 
in 


1790 west college was erected; and, it 
yet stands as a memento of the town 
free school, Williams college was char- 
tered June 22, 1793, as "A college for 
the purpose of educating youth, and 
was vested with the property and en- 
dowment of the free school. The col- 
lege is distinctly a literary and scien- 
tins institution, and for- its current 
support as such institution, the town 
is yearly taxed heavily. It .is there- 
fore beyond question, that tne co-llege 
has no moral right, 
to require the 


town's youth to attend any religious 
exercise, as a condition to their being 
college students. 
Nor as to Sunday 


services, has the college any moral 
right to discriminate against the re- 
ligious societies of the town. 


3. The college, being specially a lit- 


erary and scientific institution, and 
also a public institution th-t is equal- 
ly open to all qualified youth, it has 
no moral right to subject any student 
to any penalty for not attending any 
religious service. 
Such religious de- 


mands are survivals from dark ages of 
religious persecutions, and they shock 
the current advance of literature and 
science, to which Williams college is 
devoted. Yet more, the college is un- 
der no corporate or public duty to have 
religious services; they are not a con- 
stituent of its educational work; they 
do not belong to its corporate purpose; 
they 'involve only their expediency as 
affecting the welfare of the college as 
•a. literary and 
scientific 
institution; 


an'd they occupy the same moral plane 
as its gymnasium, infirmary, etc. 


3. 
Nor is a moral justification of 


compulsory attendance at its religious 
exercises, possible. 
Surely, a forced 


attendance can have no religious value; 
for 
reason 
and 
experience testify 


otherwise; 
the 
body 
may 
be 


forced, but mind and heart resent that, 
and religion is prejudiced. And have 
not the experiences of Williams' dur- 
ing recent years amply proved, that its 
students respond to the welfare of the 
college, and to the dictates of their 
manhood and honor, for 
correcting 


harmful practices, far better than to a 
regime of espionage and control. It is 
indeed said, that there are parents of 
minor students, who need the compul- 
sion for assuring thedesired attendance 
of their sons- but it would be most un- 
reasonable, for a parent to ask that 
the compulsion be extended to others; 
or to expect of the faculty, more than, 
on being so requested, to advise' the 
parent of excessive absences of the 
son;—which is said to be the system at 
Dartmouth college. It is also said, 
-hat there are students' whose choice 
is to attend the 
religious exercises, 


who also favor the compulsory attend- 
.'.T ce 
of 
their fellow-students. 
But 


this seems incredible, as involving a 
tvpe of character, ^that none should 


jvute to others unwarrantably. 
Finally, the moral wrong of the com 


pulsion i^s 
1 no less evident, than its vio- 


lation of the principle of religious \b- 
erty, that underlies our national and 
state governments; and the time can- 
not be far off, when the compulsion. 
that has ended its day in larger col- 
leges will be extinct in all secular col- 
leges. And as 'we take account of the 
Williams' faculty, it should not be 
doubted, that when they shall recog- 
nize that the time has arrived for them 
to act, the compulsion that prevails 
here will end.

Harry R .Hamer, who s'ome time ago 


secured 
a patent on an adjustable 


axle nut, as reported in this paper, has 
completed the preliminary work of se- 
curing patterns and tools for their man 
ufacture. This has now been complet- 
ed, and he has' begun to place the in- 
vention on the market. He will put 
agents on the road, and will also ap- 
ply for patents in foreign countries, 
the invention being one for which 
wagon users predict enormous de- 
mand. 


The nuts are made to fit practically 


all axles, from three-quarters of an 
inch to an inch and a quarter in size. 
The purpose of the invention is to 
provide a nut which can be gradually 
adjusted to the wearing of the box in 
tne hub of the wheel, thus keeping the 
axle tight at all times, and preventing 
extra wear and the rattling of the 
wagon. This ca» be done on}y imper- 
fectly now by the use of -washers. 


The nut is made of Bessemer steel, 


nickel plated, and finely polished. Mr. 
Hamer has refused several offers for 
th \ invention, and has Decided Ito 
carry on the business himself.
